VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  218. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  By-law 
No.  215,  knoAvn  as  a by-law  to  enable  the  City 
of  Vancouver  to  raise  the  sum  of  §4,000.00  for  purposes 
therein  stated. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  open  meeting  assembled  as  follows  : — 

1.  Clause  2 of  the  By-law  No.  215,  known  as  a 
Bj'-law  to  authorize  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  raise 
the  sum  of  .§4,000.00  for  purposes  therein  stated  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  figures  “3rd”  in 
the  13th  and  14th  lines  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  figures  “2nd”  day  of  May  and  2nd  day  of 
November  in  each  and  every  year  during  the  currency 
of  the  debentures  therein  mentioned.
